NEW YORK (IP— Flight en- 
gineers whose strike has entan 
gled the nation in its worst air­ 
line tleup in history announce their 
decision today on whether they 
will bow to a retum-to-work plea 
from President Kennedy. 
The Flight Engineers Interna­ 
tional Association began polling its 
3,500 members Tuesday night after 
Kennedy set up a three-member 
commission and asked the engi­ 
neers to end their walkout while it 
studied the dispute. 
The commission’s powers will be 
only advisory, and there was pes­ 
simism among union leaders that 
the strikers would return to work. 
The six-day-old wildcat strike has 
closed three of the nation’s big­ 
gest passenger lines and has all 
but shut down three others.

ROSEBURG, Ore.

A posse fought two sharp skir­ 
mishes with the elusive recluse 
on the forested slopes of Oregon’s 
Casease Mountains. 
When evening fog drifted in, 
Solovich vanished—just as he tuts 
many times before. 
An uneasy truce bad existed 
between Solovich and Oregon au­ 
thorities since tie broke out of a 
Veterans Administration hospital 
nearly a year ago. Solovich, a 
mental patient, generally was re 
gaided as a harmless eccentric 
who wanted only to live alone in 
Che forest. 
The 
truce ended when Solo­ 
vich began stopping hunters, at 
gunpoint, to accuse them of bunt­ 
ing him. 
Five weeks ago, Deputy Gail 
Camine began tracking Solovich. 
Be finally crowed Urn trail Tues­ 


day and summoned seven men to 
help him. 
As they moved

“Go borne, you!" A volley of 
shots drove the possemen to the 
ground, their rifles cracking in re­ 
ply. 
For two hours the fight contin­ 
ued. Bit by bit the posse ad­ 
vanced. 
Then, Watson Talcott at Glide, 
Ore., fell seriously wounded. 
Cam in e and his force retired 
to get help for Talcott. Bolstered 
by 14 recruits, they quickly re­ 
newed the search. 
They soon found Solovich—one 
searcher definitely identified him

Fee elimination at state installa­ 
tions got a boost at Illinois legis­ 
lative committee hearings Tues­ 
day. 
The House Agriculture Commit­ 
tee approved repeal of the 10-cent 
admission fee at state parks along 
with elimination of the annual $2 
admission fee for c&rs. The bill 
goes to the senate floor. 
In the state fair bill, three 
Springfield lawmakers 
originally 
called for free admissions after 4 
pm . daily. Committee members 
agreed to cut it to 5 p.m. 
Since 1958, the fair has charged 
a 50-cent admission around the 
clock. Supporters of the bill argue 
lower admission rates would draw 
larger crowds. 
Rep. W. K. Davidson. RKe- 
wanee, opposed the change. He 
said county fairs need night ad­ 
mission fees to keep going. If the 
state fair is free at night, he said, 
county fairgoers would press for 
removal of their night admission 
fee. 
Legislation to prevent the daily 
state racing fee at Cahokia Downs 
in St. Clair Comity from being 
raised won endorsement from the 
House Agriculture Committee. 
The bill would limit the fee to 
$500 at tracks in counties of less 
than 400.000 population. St. Clair 
County has a 267,000 population. 
Madison County, which embraces 
Fairmount track, will soon reach 
Ute same level. 
Currently, tracks in counties of 
more than 250,000 population have 
to pay $2,500 a day — the fee 
which applies to Chicago race 
tracks — a burden which legisla­ 
tors say would force downstate 
tracks out of business.

A Cause Of Recession 


(From Chicago's American) 


It was a chilling report on foreign 
aid which Sen. Alien A. Ellender (I)., 
La.) gave to the Senate Monday for 
it showed that, besides the wasteful­ 
ness and lack of sense with w hich many 
phases of the world-wide spending are 
carried on, the errors in judgment on 
which this country built the program in 
the first place are now paying off in 
costly frustration. 
Ellender knows a great deal about 
the administration of foreign aid. for 
he has just been around the world 
studying its operations. 
Here, as told the Senate, are some 
ways he found the United States squan- 
deriflg money: 
Shipping quantities of steel plows 
and harrow’s to the primitive Ethiop­ 
ians. who won’t use them, preferring 
the crude wooden implements of their 
ancestors: 
Building a IO million dollar univer­ 
sity in Ethiopia, altho there will be no 
students for it, since less than 2 per 
cent of the population is literate; 
Maintaining a United States infor­ 
mation sendee (the boss gets $20,000 
a year) in Yugoslavia, where the thor­ 
n y regimented communist population 
is ingenious to American economic 
and poltical ideas; 
Paying the costs of maintaining 
United States troops in West Germany 
for West Germany’s protection; and 
paying a large part of Italy’s defense 
costs— altho both Germany and Italy 
are enjoying economic booms; 
Picking up almost the whole of the 
check for keeping South Korea free 
from communist domination, because 
Britain, France, Belgium, and other na­ 
tions, which have the same interest 


that we have in keeping South Korea 
free, refuse to put anything much into 
the aid program. 
The basic fault in the foreign aid 
undertaking is, as Ellender said, that 
this country has made agreements with 
nearly all the nations outside the iron 
curtain to defend them and to help 
build up their economies, but has not 
pledged them to any cooperation in 
return. 
The American government assumed 
that when the nations of western 
Europe regained their prosperity thru 
our financial help they would do every­ 
thing they could to take up their share 
of the common burden of defending 
the west. Our government assumed als cr 
that these nations, in simple gratitude, 
would remove all obstacles to United 
States trade with their countries, so 
that the United States might share fully 
in their new' prosperity. 
These assumptions have turned out 
to be childish. The United States con­ 
tinues to carry most of the w'est’s de­ 
fense burden. Its sales of goods in 
Europe continue to fall short of what 
they should be. And that, as Ellender 
accurately observed, is one of the im­ 
portant reasons for the business reces­ 
sion that afflicts our country now. 
Among his recommendations to 
Congress of measures to restore the na­ 
tional economy to full vigor, President 
Kennedy should have included a re­ 
quest for a searching investigation into 
the operations of foreign aid and for 
legislation to inject some sense into the 
program. 
Congress can do this without a re­ 
commendation from the President, tho, 
and Congress owes it to the country to 
do it.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)— Any 
one who still believes it will be pos­ 
sible to work out a peaceful co­ 
existence with Soviet Russia may 
today be regarded as just plain 
naive, or a dope. 
What has happened 
in 
the 
primitive Congo and at the other 
end of the line—in the sophisti­ 
cated United 
Nations 
Security 
Council—offers 
irrefutable 
evi­ 
dence on how the Communists 
twist events to meet their nefar­ 
ious ends. 
Russia’s efforts to blame the 
murder of 
Congo's 
ex-premier, 
Patrice Lumumba, on the UH. in 
general and on U.N. Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold in 
particular are complete distortions 
to fit Red propaganda. 
Experts On The Conge have said 
in the past that even if Lumum­ 
ba had been restored to the pre­ 
miership of the Congo govern­ 
ment, he would not have lasted 
long. He was unscrupulous, amor­ 
al, unstable and awfully cunning. 
The Russians would have had to 
get rid of him because he was not 
a Communist. His real ambition 
was to become king of the Congo 
and preside over a black Africa. 
Communists have 
their 
own 
ways to get rid of people in their 
road. But the fact that Lumumba 
w as 
murdered 
by 
Congolese 
natives who collected a reward for 
him from the Katanga govern 
ment of President Moise Tshombe 
merely makes the dead man 
martyr for the Communists 
to 
demonstrate about. It gives them 
the chance they have been wait­ 
ing for to move back into the 
Congo and take over. 
The Complete Record of Com­ 
munist infiltration In the Congo 
goes back to the early 1950e. Hand­ 
picked C o n g o l e s e were 
sent 
quietly to out-of-the-way places 
like Indonesia for tough guerrilla 
fighting and to Czechoslovakia for 
training In Communist revolution­ 
ary tactics. 
It was in Prague that Lumum­ 
ba’s lieutenant and successor, An­ 
toine Gizenga, 
got 
Communist 
schooling after the Brussels con­ 
ference which granted independ­ 
ence to the Congo. 
The Belgian Communist party, 
which had been moribund since 
the war, was pepped up during the 
Brussels conference to give the 
Congolese advice on how to handle 
the Belgian government. Lumum 
ba spent much time with the Reds 
and they didn’t miss a trick. 
After the Brussels conference, 
150 Congolese leaders went behind 
the iron curtain for more revolu­ 
tionary training. 
Back in the new, now independ­ 
ent Congo, they sold Communist 
party memberships for IOO francs, 
guaranteeing freedom from tax­ 
ation for life. 
They infiltrated 
eight of the twelve Congo poli­ 
tical parties. They preached the 
doctrine that the Belgian business­ 
men and missionaries were bad 
white men who were taking their 
country away from them, so kick 
them out. 
In contrast, the Russians were 
pointed out as good white men 
who would help the Congolese win 
independence, but who didn’t want 
the Congo because it was too hot 
for them. So don’t throw stones 
at the Russians. 
Lumumba bought the premier­ 
ship by bribery. He failed to take 
over the country because he could 
not get control of the Congolese 
army, the 
old 
Belgian-trained 
Force Publique. 
Sergeant, now Maj. Gen. Joseph 
Mobutu, did that. He closed the 


ground Communist activity that 
led to establishment of the Stan­ 
leyville regional regime under Gi­ 
zenga. 
Russia, the United Arab Repub­ 
lic and others now recognize this 
as the government of the Congo, 
though it has no legal standing. 
And the stage is set for a civil 
war. 
This Is Exactly The Pattern for 
Russian support of revolutionary 
ware, as spelled out by the Mos­ 
cow manifesto drawn up by Com­ 
munists from 81 countries last 
November. 
“The Communists fully support 
such just wars,” said Russia’s 
Chairman Nikita Khrushchev in 
the now famous Jan. 6 speech, 
"and march in the front rank with 
peoples withing liberation strugJ 
gles.” 
This explains exactly why the 
Russians are intervening directly 
in the Congo with aid to the Gi­ 
zenga faction. 
And it explains 
why U. S. Ambassador to the U.N. 
Adlai Stevenson charges that the 
Russian resolution against Sec­ 
retary Dag Hammarskjold is “a 
declaration of war on the United 
Nations.”

Note that I emphasized “reg­ 
ular intervals.” For, as you can 
readily imagine, there are great 
dangers inherent in catnaps taken 
at irregular intervals when you’re 
at work, in class or driving a car. 
By regular intervals, I mean 
preferably after the midday meal 
or before or after 
the 
evening 
meal. 
For example, the former 
is favored for the housewife after 
she has finished 
her 
morning 
chores and before she starts out 
for the afternoon session of mar­ 
keting, shopping, calling for the 
children and the like. 
The midday snooze is also fav­ 
ored for the worker or executive 
who has the good fortune to have 
a comfortable place to doze off— 


the working day in half. It re­ 
freshes in a way that has never 
been satisfactorily explained. 
We know very little about the 
wonderful phenomenon of sleep. 
It’s possible that we have a sort 
of sleep center in the brain. When, 
as a result of fatigue or drug ad­ 
ministration, that center gets a 
red light, it sends out signals that 
make our eyelids heavy and that 
cause us to yawn among other 
things. 
This signal probably in­ 
fluences the entire body. 
At any rate, the cat nap, under 
controlled conditions, is

And I hope our great­ 
grandmother continues to indulge 
in it.

The other day in answer to a mother troubled by her 13-year-old's 
rudeness, I suggested that she try to recover her original response of 
hurt and indignation and express it simply and immediate to the child. 
It may not be easy. Today, many factors make it difficult for us 
to say “You have hurt me and I don’t like it” to an insolent child. One 
of the factors is the indoctrination by the child-centered phychologista 
who have made it almost impossible for us to feel our own feelings 
any more. 
We’ve been told so consistently to concern ourselves with the 
child’s feelings that our own right to some has become vague. When 
the youngster we’ve asked to curtail her telephone conversation retorts 
with a demand that we mind our own business, we are confused and 
helpless. 
Instead of expressing our own feelings toward her rudeness, we 
start trying to “understand” the feelings in her that produced the 
rudeness. We think, “Maybe Joan has been frustrated by some social 
situation at school she has to discuss with her friend . . . maybe she s 
seeking support for anger at some teacher . . . maybe she’s worried

, about homework. What is the emotion in Joan that has driven her tr

*** receiv’?s ead snap off my head?” 
Now Joan’s reason for snapping off our heads Is her affair, 
her responsibility. If we are always going to take the responsibility 
from her by trying to figure it out ourselves, Joan is never going 
to learn to make her own contribution to human relationship. 
It is only when we can take responsibility for our feelings that 
Joan begins to take some for hers. Instead of expecting us to figure 
out her reason for her prolonged phone conversation, she will explain 
it herself. To our statement, “You have hurt me and I don’t like it,” 
she will answer, “I had to get Gloria’s history notes because I missed 
the assignment.” She may even add, “I’m sorry I was rude, mother.” 
This is life, communication between people. But when we 
deny children any experesaion of what we feel about the things 
they do to us, nothing takes place between us but stagnation and 
impasse. 
Invulnerable parenthood is a bad ideal. That we’ve been saddled 
with it is why the young so often treat us like conveniences Instead 
of creatures with feelings like those they have themselves.

Washington could have had anything he wanted 
at the end of the Revolutionary W ar, up to and 
including the title of king. Such was the esteem 
and veneration in which he was held by Am eri­ 
cans. 
Even as duly elected president, Washington 
could easily have usurped great powers and set 
the United States on a course directly opposite 
from that which It has taken. He might well have 
continued in office until his death and set a 
pattern of self-perpetuation for his successors. 
W ith a bad first president as a model, it la 
conceivable that future adm inistration change­ 
overs might have become the palace revolution 
type so fam iliar in many countries. W e now have 
a Constitutional amendment lim iting presidents 
to two terms. M any feel It is unnecessary and 
even unwise. Bu t had Washington not establish­ 
ed this tradition, as well as the tradition of de­ 
votion to self-government under law. there may 
have been no Constitution left at all. 
Washington set a standard of leadership, not 
only for presidents but for all public officials, 
that has played no sm all part In making this 
country what it is today. That the ideal of de­ 
mocracy on which the nation was founded has 
survived and grown, however haltingly, for 172 
years is testimony to the impetus and direction

history, men more brilliant than he, have started 
with idealism and ended in depotism. Some have 
begun in devotion to their people and ended with 
the conviction that they alone were qualified to 
rule. 
Washington him self would have answered 
that he did not desire to rule over men He was 
a country gentleman, and agriculturalist, a stu­ 
dent of gracious living in the fullest sense of the 
word. 
Bu t that much Is self-evident. The real 
answer could not be given without a complete 
study of the individual, his environment and the 
Influences that shaped his life. 
Suffice it to say that Washington was aware 
of the dangers mentioned above. Like the other 
groat men who were his contemporaries, he knew 
the world’s sad history of injustice and oppres­ 
sion. They wrote into the Constitution as much 
of the wisdom that could be distilled from their 
knowledge. 
More im portant, however. W a s h i n g t o n 
brought to his office a deep sense of responsibility 
toward the new nation in particular and the 
human race in general. He possessed the kind of 
hum ility only truly great men possess. He was, 
indeed, the Father of His Country.

Cloonan said that Ness’ squad 
concerned itself primarily with in­ 
vestigating leads on smuggling 
and

liquor and contraband; interstate 
conspiracy of gangsters to violate

cials. 
“We generally turned over boot­ 
leg cases to the district prohibi­ 
tion bureau. Ness’ group, under 
chief special agent Alexander Ja­ 
mie,

unit which E. C. Yellowly head­ 
ed.” 
One of the Yellowly force, who 
asked that his name not be used 
because he is still a federal agent, 
recalled Ness as "a very nice 
young fellow who happened to be 
Jamie’s brother-in-law.’’ 
“The toughest thing I ever saw 


rifled at all the shooting in the 
television show. 
"An agent carried a gun, but it 
was against regulations to use it 
to intimidate or threaten anyone. 
In fact, if you got into a jam, 
it was a nile of thumb that you 
had to spot the other fellow the 
first shot. 
Buddy McHugh, veteran crime 
reporter for Chicago’s American, 
said the Ness group actually owed 
its nick-name to 6ome anonymous 
policeman who coined it after re­ 
ceiving orders that the federal 
men were to be left strictly alone, 
no matter what they were doing. 
McHugh, who says he has only 
seen a couple of the TV programs, 
said he thought the connection 
with the prohibition Ness squad 
was scarcely recognizable. 
A n o t h e r 
old-time 
reporter, 
James Doherty, formerly of the 
Chicago Tribune, said, “I remem­ 
ber Ness well—a good enough lad 
who didn’t distinguish himself in 
any way in Chicago.” 
The television show has come 
in for considerable criticism from 
members of the public who were 
around when the deeds were en 
acted by the original cast. They 
resent so much fiction being em­ 
broidered into a rough pattern of 
fact.

Move To Legalize 
Bingo Launched 
In Illinois House 


SPRINGFIELD, IU. (AP) - A 
move to legalize bingo for re­ 
ligious, civic and fraternal pur­ 
poses was launched Tuesday in 
the Illinois House. 
Rep. W. M. Murphy, R-Round 
Lake, filed a resolution proposing 
an 
amendment 
to 
remove 
the 
state constitution’s ban on bingo. 
The Illinois Council of Churches 
is opposed to legalizing bingo and 
Gov. Otto Kerner has also said 
he is against It. 
If the assembly approves Mur­ 
phy’s plan, it would be submitted 
to a statewide referendum for 
adoption or rejection in Novem­ 
ber 1962. 
The resolution also provides that 
before cities, counties and town­ 
ships could have bingo, voters of 
the community would have to ap­ 
prove. 
Murphy said the local referen­ 
dum would make it impossible for 
"hoodlums or undesirables to take 
advantage of this amendment.” 
He also said that despite laws 
against bingo, it has continued to 
operate in defiance of the law. 
“Our children have a hard time 
understanding why it is all right 
for their dad’s Legion post or their 
mom’s PTA to operate a bingo 
against 
the 
law,” 
Murphy 
de­ 
clared. 
He said his purpose in offering 
the resolution is to give Illinois 
voters an opportunity to express 
their sentiment en whether they 
want bingo. 
In 
other 
developments, 
the 
House passed 
161-4 a bill ear­ 
marking $5.1 in surplus driver ed­ 
ucation funds for state ald to 
schools. The bill advanced to the 
Senate for final action. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
The AFL-CIO announced Tuesday 
its unions are preparing to spur 
home construction by shifting $1 
billion or more union assets out 
of stocks and bonds into middle 
income home mortgages. 
George Meany. AFL-CIO presi­ 
dent, said plans under way for a 
year are now about to be put into 
effect. The federation has estab­ 
lished its own investment depart­ 
ment to channel union treasury, 
pension and welfare funds into 
government-insured home mortg­ 
ages. 
Meany said the move has a 
three-fold aim, to put money into 
a safe and useful field that will 
draw better interest than govern­ 
ment bonds, to bring down home 
costs, and to encourage construc­ 
tion and thus the entire economy. 
He calculated the union mortg­ 
age investment would run to $1 
billion minimum. He said nobody 
knows for sere how much unions 
have available in various funds. 
Many funds are jointly admin­ 
istered by employers but Meany 
said he was confident they, too, 
would welcome an opportunity to 
help encourage construction ac­ 
tivity, 
particularly 
employers 
in 
the construction industry. 
The impact could be consider­ 
able. Martin E. Segal, New York 
pension 
fund 
consultant, 
esti­ 
mated to buildings trades unions 
here last week there are about 
$50 billion in private pension fund 
reserves of various types. 
Segal further estimated the re­ 
serves are growing at the rate of 
$3 billion to $5 billion annually. 
Meany said that under plans 
outlined to the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council by Alexander Book- 
staver, head of the new AFL-CIO

funds would be concentrated in 
mortgages on small homes of the 
$10,000 to $16,000 cost type — the 
kind bought by moat workers.

# Injured As 
Train Derails 
Near Buffalo, N.D. 


BUFFALO, N. D. (AP) — The

“Then ev­ 
erything began turning around. I 
found myself on the floor, and the

The brother and sister, who bad 
adjoining roomettes on the last 
car, were bruised about the head 
and legs. 
The train ripped up 300 feet of 
track as it derailed. Care rammed 
telegraph poles, ripping down rail­ 
road communication wires.
